he giv es a shrill cry. 
He nas attacked members of the 
family sev eraPtimes, and while small 
and frail he seems to possess a won­ 
derful amount of strength when angry. 
He will be taken to East Hav en as 
soon as admission to that institution is 
receiv ed.

Is society giv ing np using the slip­ 
shod clippcd’jargon which was talked 
a few y ears ago and which was open 
to imitation? The affirmativ e is main­ 
tained in a society paper, hut with 
regard to this iniint the London Mail 
writes: “ I cannot say that slang is 
going out among tha smart set, but it 
is constant}* changing, so that only 
the initiated—that is the chosen few 
who 
are 
constantly 
meeting—can 
tell which words are in v ogue. 
Woe 
betide any outsider who trusting to 
what he or she knows of ordinary 
slang tries to J oin in and do likewise’ 
“ For what a certain exclusiv e sec­ 
tion of society indulges in is not slang 
as the world in general understands 
the term. 
It is rather a free masonry in lan­ 
guage. a kind of secret code known 
only to themselv es—in fact, if you 
will, their own particular slang, dis­ 
tinct from 
any other. 
This 
little 
language 
was 
inv ented by one of 
themselv es in a moment of inspiration 
many years ago, and it lasted with 
modification to the present time. 
“ To the outsider who is interested 
one may say that it consists wholly of 
abbrev iations, and is therefore as la­ 
bor-sav ing an inv ention as the type­ 
writer. 
Thus in the words of the 
smart set nenry’ stands for neural­ 
gia, ‘champey’ for ei» ampagne, ’dv ey’ 
for 
div ide, 
umbey’ for umbrella, 
‘Kenaey’ for Kensington, ana so on. 
“ It is almost too foolish to print, 
but it is a phase of modern life and so 
many command an instant's attention. 
No, the jargo" of cliques and sets 
will nev er die.”

Co n v icted Min Can n o t Go to 
J ail 


to Sav e His Su reties Alth o u g h 


He May b e In clin ed to d o so 


There are numerous erroneous im. 
pressions that prev ail with reference 
to the operation of the city police 
court, but perhaps the most wide­ 
spread ignorance is with reference to 
the payment of fines that are imposed. 
Recently a man was arrested in this 
city on a minor charge and he was 
conv icted. 
His fine was “ stayed,” or 
in other words guaranteed by two 
friends. 
This 
arrangement 
implied 
that the conv icted person would in 
the “ fulness of time” liqui late with 
the city gov ernment for the benefit of 
the school fund, but the “ fulness” 
ev en dev eloped into matured ripeness, 
and still no settlement. 
The sureties 
on the fine were communicated with 
and one of them saw to it that the 
conv icted man was brought to the city 
hall and surrendered to the authori­ 
ties. 
He was locked up. 
The sureties felt that they had per­ 
formed their full duty and innocently 
enough dismissed the incident from 
their minds nntil the police court at­ 
taches serv ed notice 
that the 
fine 
against the man in question nmst he 
]>aid. 
In answer the sureties declared 
tii» t thev jhad’turned ov er the conv icted 
man to jail “ to lay out the fine.” 
Until *hen these men were not aware 
that the Indiana statutes do not pro­ 
v ide that fines can bo “ laid out.” 
The men in question wire called np- 
on to settle the fine, the payment of 
which they had 
guarantied 
weeks 
age. 
They settled. 
There hav e been 
numerous similar incidents in the city 
police courts and they appear to be 
growing in frequency. 
When a man is fined in tin city 
police court, the record ot *hi* f*ot 
goes on the docket and the fine is not 
liquidated 
ev eu 
if 
the indiv idual 
“ lays out” a term in the county jail. 
Tlie imposition of a jail sentence in 
default of a fine does not render the 
conv icted person clear of indebtedness. 
It is of course the rule that where 
men are conv icted in police court and 
do not hav e money to liquidate that 
they are npt pressed for payment after 
they hav e been released from jail, but 
technically speaking they still owe the 
police court. 
Where fine« are “ stay­ 
ed” the payment must he mane, ev en 
though the conv icted person finally is 
remanded to jail because of failure 
to meet the 
obligation which 
his 
bondsmen guaranteed.

The educational com­ 
mission was created at their sugges­ 
tion and promise that they would bear 
all of the expenses necessary to fur­ 
nish the coming session of the legis­ 
lature 
with 
ample 
information 
on 
which to enact new laws regulating 
their compensation. 
The commission 
has reported to the governor that the 
maximum salaries permitted under the 
present law are not being paid in a 
majority 
of 
the cities, 
towns 
and 
townships. 
The 
commission 
says 
that it is now within the i>ower of 
many communities to pay the teach 
ers higher wages. 
“The remedy, it 
seems to us." the commission says, 
“ is largely in the hands of the teach­ 
ers, who should direct more effort 
toward cultivation in their communi­ 
ties of a healthful public sentiment In 
favor of fair compensation to teach 
ers and a lengthening of the school 
term.**

Municipal Plants Pay No Tax«» and 
Reduce Tax Receipts. 
The subject of lost taxes is one that 
deserves far more attentiou than it 
usually 
receives from

municipal ownership. There is scarce 
ly a municipal plant in this country 
which meutiotiH this item lu its reports, 
although it is just as much an element 
in <*ost 
of production as coal and 


w a g e s. The omission in readily over- 
looked, because it Is a uegatlve ex 
pense involving no direct payment, but 
only u loss of income to the city. 
If you own a store for which you 
are receiving a good rental and dis­ 
possess your tenant in order to occupy 
it yourself the rental value of the store 
becomes a charge against your busi­ 
ness. 
ju st 
as 
it 
was previously a 
charge against your tenant’s business, 
and yon are out of pocket unless your 
profits exceed the rent you formerly 
received. Similarly if a city buys out 
or otlierwise dispossesses a public serv­ 
ice corporation the real, personal ami 
franchise taxes formerly paid by the 
corporation liecome a charge against 
the operation of the municipal plant 
that succeeds tbe corporation, and the 
city is out of pocket unless the profits 
of its plant exceed the taxes lost.

They branded all of his 
stories as fak es. 
Harris pleaded guil­ 
ty to assault and battery with intent 
to k ill Police Sergeant Whiteman and 
was sent to Michigan City for from 
two to fourteen y ears. 
His story is 
that he drifted into Bedford from Lou­ 
isv ille on the day of the murder of 
Miss Schafer and met in a restaurant 
a man who hired him to commit the 
crime. 
“I k illed ttarah Schafer," he said, 
"hut I did not k now her. anu I k illed 
her. think ing she was another woman. 
In J&uuary , 1904, Just before I k illed 
her. I met a man who said his name 
was A. C, White. 
He told me he was 
liv ing with a woman who thought she 
was his wife, und he wanted to he rid 
of her, but did not k now how. 
He 
said he was willing she should be 
k illed, but he did not want to k ill her 
himself. 
After some talk about the 
m atter he hinted that may be I would 
be willing to do it if well paid. I ask ­ 
ed him how much he would pay, and 
he said $ 500. 
I consented to k ill the 
woman 
It was arranged that she 
should i*ass a certain place—the alley 
where I k illed Miss Schafer—and that 
1 should catch her there. 
1 went to 
the place and waited, and w’hen the 
woman he described, as I thought, 
came along. I k illed her. 
After that 
1 went and met White, and he ask ed 
me if the job was done. 
1 told him it 
was. and 1 described how I had k illed 
her. 
Then he counted out fiv e 
$ 100 
bills and gav e them to me. 
He had 
plenty more. 
We parted and I hav e 
nev er seen him since.*’

A Score of Liv es Lost on the Missis­ 
sippi Below Vick sburg. 
Vick sburg. 
Miss. 
Dec. 
20. — The 
steam er W. T. Scov ell, ply ing in the 
Vick sburg and Dav is Bend trade, w’as 
destroy ed by an explosion. Owing to 
the large number of negroes on board 
it is impossible to ascertain the exact 
number of the dead and injured, but 
officers of the boat who hav e arriv ed 
here state that not fewer than ten nor 
more than sixteen were k illed. 
The 
probabilities are that a lik e number 
were injured. 
The white dead are as follows: Cap­ 
tain John Quack enboss, m aster of the 
boat, Vick sburg: Clerk Wade Quack ­ 
enboss, 
Vick sburg: 
Lav ell 
Yerger, 
cottonseed salesman, Jack son; Clerk 
Joseph Smith. Yazoo City . 
The num­ 
ber of dead and injured, negroes, can­ 
not be stated at this time, but of a 
crew and passenger list of about fifty, 
about half are missing. 
The negro dead were cared for at 
the place where the accident occurred, 
as were some of the injured. Fiv e of 
the injured negroes were brought to 
Vick sburg on the steam er Senator 
Cordill with the white dead and in­ 
jured. 
The accident occurred at Gold Dust 
Landing, sev enteen miles south of 
Vick sburg. 
The Scov ell was at the 
landing tak ing on freight, when sud­ 
denly a terrific explosion occurred and 
the boat 
was blown practically to 
atoms. 
Many of the tim bers were 
thrown hundreds of y ards. 
Other 
parts of the boat were so badly dam­ 
aged that she began to sink immedi­ 
ately . 
Her cargo consisted of 1,000 
sack s of cottonseed and eighty -fiv e 
bales of cotton. 
Pending the arriv al of the Senator 
Cordill the injured wore cared for at 
Gold Dust landing as well as possi­ 
ble. Of the white dead only the body 
of Lav ell Yerger has been recov ered. 
Wade Quack enboss was heard to call 
for help soon after the explosion, but 
according to the reports of those who 
were on the boat, escaping steam soon 
smothered his cries. 
Captain Quack ­ 
enboss was not seen after the acci­ 
dent. Pilot Dougherty was blown sev ­ 
eral hundred feet out into the riv er, 
but despite a dislocated shoulder, man­ 
aged to sw'ini to the bank 
Captain Quack enboss was one of the 
oldest and -best k nown residents of 
this city and was well k nown to ev ery 
man on the Mississippi riv er.

steam er Scov ell was only recently pur­ 
chased by him and others for the 
Vick sburg and Dav is Bend trade. The 
boat was insured for $ 6,000.
